The number of volunteer 
firefighters in Didsbury is 
dropping and the depart¬ 
ment could be stretched 
thin of resources unless 
new recruits step up, said 
deputy lire chief Bob 
Wright. 

This year the department 
is staffed about 30 but five 
members are slated to 
leave later this year. So far, 
only one person has 
stepped forward for 
recruitment. 

“I've been a firefighter 
for the last 34 years and I’d 
say it’s been in the last 
three or four years that 
we’ve started having trou¬ 
ble filling the seats on the 
fire truck because people 
aren’t here," he said 
explaining that a lot of peo¬ 


ple have started travelling 
for work or commuting 
every day. 

The department’s biggest 
problem is having enough 
staff to respond to daytime 
calls. Wright said Didsbury 
gets 200 calls a year, or 
four per week. 

“Of our 30 members, we 
might only have six or ten 
people that can respond to 
a daytime call ... we’re not 
properly manned to handle 
the incidents," said Wright, 
who said a structural fire 
demands at least 12 fight¬ 
ers on scene initially. He 
said the department draws 
on mutual aid partners in 
Olds and Carstairs, but 
then they’re draining 
resources from other 
towns as well. The low 
numbers also pose a safety 
threat to the understaffed 
group, he added. 


“It’s starting to become a 
bit of an issue with daytime 
calls. As we went through 
the first part of the reces¬ 
sion a lot of employers 
started to claw back and 
they didn’t want their folk 
to leave anymore. As an 
employee I very much 
understand that but it does¬ 
n’t prevent the fact that we 
still need to fill the seats," 
said firefighter Brad 
Tolhurst, who said the 


need for extra staff is 
important so there’s 
enough bodies responding 
to calls. 

Tolhurst explained that 
volunteers respond to all 
types of calls from a fire, to 
a motor vehicle accident 
and sometimes to back up 
EMS when they’re out of 
town on a call. 

Wright said ideally eight 
to 10 volunteers will step 
forward, but estimates he’ll 


see about four. He said 
when training hits some¬ 
times things people didn’t 
think about crop up, such 
as having to drive a big 
truck or standing high up 
on a ladder. 

“Sometimes it ends up it’s 
not for them,” he said. 

The department is 
accepting applications 
from anyone over 18 years 
of age, who can pick up 
applications at the fire hall 
on Wednesday nights from 
6:45 p.m. to 9:30p.m. 

President of Alberta Fire 
Chiefs Association said 
recruitment and retain- 
ment is a growing problem 
across the province and 
country. 

“People just don’t have 
time to volunteer. When 
you leave for work in the 
morning at 5 a.m. and you 
get home at 6 and you’re 


not really interested in 
going out in the community 
at night,” said Brian 
Comforth of what tends to 
be typical in communities 
close to larger cities. 

The association complet¬ 
ed a study this year along 
with the minister of munic¬ 
ipal affairs and Volunteer 
Alberta to find ways to 
recruit and retain volun¬ 
teer firefighters. 

Comforth said finding 
ways to recognize volun¬ 
teers and promote them 
within the community 
would go a long way. He 
also said providing some 
sort of benefit to volun¬ 
teers whether through bur¬ 
saries offered for children 
of fighters or paying for 
their licence plates are 
other ways to give some¬ 
thing back to the volun¬ 
teers.

Beach and co-accused Scott 
Lockhart Demolitor, 18, also face 
charges of assault with a weapon, 
break and ent er, possession of a pro¬ 
hibited weapon and disguise with 
intent. 

Demolitor, who also remains in 
custody, will be back in court on 
Feb. 7 for a bail hearing. 

Both men are being held in the 
Calgary Remand Centre. 

Like Beach, Demolitor has not 
entered any pleas. 

Shortly after 6 p.m. on Nov. 21, two 
masked men entered a home in the 
2000 Block of 24th Avenue in 
Didsbury and attacked three people 
in the residence with a hammer and 
a hatchet, causing severe injuries, 
say police. 

One of the victims spent nine days 
in hospital with head and facial 
injuries. 

Four other people in the residence 
received minor injuries when they 
were hit with bear spray. 


One of two men charged with 
attempted murder and aggravated 
assault following a home invasion in 
Didsbury in November has consent¬ 
ed to his own detention. 

Jesse Boyd Beach, 18, was in 
Didsbury provincial court on 
Thursday for his bail hearing. 
Instead of seeking bail, Beach 
agreed to remain in custody pending 
a March 4 court appearance. 

Beach has elected to be tried in 
Court of Queen’s Bench without a 
preliminary hearing, said Crown 
prosecutor Roy Smith. 

Beach will be in Court of Queen’s 
Bench in Calgary on March 4 for 
arraignment, when he could be 
asked to enter a plea. 

However, Beach could appear in 
court earlier than March 4, with the 
consent of Crown and defence, to 
enter a plea, said Smith.

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Tech toys one reason for spike in harassment

to stop, but hasn't, said 
police. 

“There has been a drastic 
increase in that type of 
behaviour, and at a young 
age, we see it all the time,” 
said family school wellness 
worker Janet Cornell, who 
works with children and 
teenagers in Carstairs. 

But complaints aren't 
just coming from teens- 
the reports come from 
across the board of ages, 
police added. 

And the effects constant 
harassment can have on an 
individual’s mental health 
can be devastating, 
explains Trina Lonsberry, 
program coordinator with 
Peer Support Services for 


Abused Women. 

Lonsberry, based in Olds, 
offers support to women 
who have been abused but 
also goes into schools and 
educates students on 
issues such as cyberbully 
ing and cyberstalking. 

“It’s getting easier to 
engage in because people 
don’t feel that same con¬ 
nection ... they’re not see¬ 
ing their face - that punch 
in the stomach look,” said 
Lonsberry of one reason 
harassment is on the rise. 
She said negative self¬ 
esteem, fear and depres¬ 
sion are examples of 
effects harassment has on 
someone. 

“There’s almost no 


escape - they can harass 
you at your dinner table by 
sending out a text," she 
said. “If it happens it needs 
to be reported right away 
because it can quickly turn 
into stalking." 

She said finding ways to 
save messages or texts is a 
good idea and said there 
are websites such as cyber- 
bullying.ca that offer 
advice on how to keep 
records of the harassment 
and also how to block cer¬ 
tain phone numbers from a 
phone. 

“It’s easy to do with tech¬ 
nology. You just have to 
write something and press 
send. But it’s illegal to 
harass someone," she said. 


Reports of harassment 
art* up sevenfold this year 
from 2009, an increase 
community resource work¬ 
ers said is due in part to the 
technological toys. 

Didsbury RCMP com¬ 
piled statistics from the 
past year that show in 2009 
three reports of harass¬ 
ment were made. In 2010 
the number jumped to 21. 

Complaints are typically 
from people who are 
receiving several calls, 
texts or messages from 
social networking sites 
such as Facebook from 
someone who's been asked

Housing sales plunge in 2010

Crothers, who expects the 
increase in activity on oil 
patches to drive up num¬ 
bers of first-time homebuy- 
ers later this year. 

“This is a great time for 
young couples - a great 
time for a deal,” he said 
anticipating that Carstairs 
and Didsbury could see 
numbers levelling out at 
the end of 2011 to what 
was seen in 2008. 

Last year’s low sale num¬ 
bers were similar to trends 
seen all over Alberta. 
Numbers revealed from the 
Calgary Real Estate Board 
last week showed single 
family home sales in the 
city were the lowest in 


2010 in more than a 
decade. 

“Undoubtedly housing 
markets in Alberta and 
Calgary underperformed in 
2010, as sales recoveries 
did not materialize as fore¬ 
casted," said Diane Scott, 
president of Calgary Real 
Estate Board. 

“Employment and net- 
migration have been slow¬ 
er to pick up here in 
Calgary—and these are key 
drivers of our housing mar¬ 
ket," she said. 

Scott anticipates invento¬ 
ry levels will adjust in 2011 
resulting in a more gradual 
return to a more balanced 
housing market but first 
the winter blues have to 
pass. 


First-time homebuyers Didsbury with 28 homes 
could strike out in within the $300,000 range 
Didsbury and Carstairs this and eight over $400,000. In 
year with housing prices Didsbury only 10 houses 
dropping to what real are in the $300,000 range 
estate agents are calling 
“more reasonable” prices. 

With less homes sold in 
2010 than witnessed in the 
previous three years, sale 
prices have slumped as 
people try harder to sell. 

“There's less greed and 
more common sense,” said 
realtor Mel Crothers of the 
reaction to 74 homes sold 
in Didsbury last year, a 
decrease of eight from last 
year and 60 since the hous¬ 
ing boom in 2007. 

This summer Didsbury 
had highs of 88 houses on 
the market. Today there’s 
50 but only about five per 
cent of houses from the 
summer were sold, forcing 
housing prices down. 

“You can see more 
rentals are out on the mar¬ 
ket now. People are getting 
frustrated because they 
can’t sell," said Crothers. 

The year ended with the 
average home in Didsbury 
sitting at $231,846 roughly 
$60,000 less than the aver¬ 
age home in Carstairs. 

And business in Carstairs 
isn’t any better. This past 
year, 62 houses were sold 
in town, without a single 
sale in the month of

adversely affects the price of elec¬ 
tricity delivered to Albertans and 
upgrades to the system are needed 
now in order to preserve the overall 
reliability of the electricity grid. 

Our provincial grid has not seen a 
nuyor investment in the last 20 
years. Yet, over this same time peri¬ 
od, Alberta’s annual GDP has risen 
from $64 billion to nearly $202 bil¬ 
lion, population has increased 45 
per cent from about 2.5 million to 
3.6 million, and our peak demand of 
electricity nearly doubled from 5,600 
MW to 10,200 MW. Demand is fore¬ 
casted to nearly double over the 
next 20 years, increasing by over 
three per cent a year until 2028 and 
beyond. That’s a rate we have seen 
over the last 20 years and is equal 
to adding two cities the size of Red 
Deer to the power system each 
year. 

Approximately 11,500 MW of new 
generation is needed over the next 
20 years to ensure we have enough 
power to meet the needs of 
Albertans. As part of our mandate, 
the AESO connects any and all gen¬ 
eration approved by the Alberta 
Utilities Commission, regardless of 
the type or location of the genera¬ 
tion. While the AESO supports the 
development of local generation, we 
still need to connect it to a strong 
transmission grid in order for the 
market to work in a fair and effi¬ 
cient manner and for competitively 
priced electricity to be available to 
consumers everywhere in Alberta. 

The AESO is committed to build¬ 
ing a transmission system that is 
cost effective and meets our regula¬ 
tory mandate. It is important to 
point out that cost estimates for 
transmission projects identified in 


the AESO’s Long-term Transmission 
System Plan are refined as projects 
move forward and technical scop¬ 
ing, engineering studies, stakehold¬ 
er consultation and additional in- 
depth analysis are completed. Our 
planning function balances cost 
with the goal of achieving an uncon¬ 
strained transmission system. To 
manage cost impact, we are intro¬ 
ducing a Competitive Procurement 
process to get the best value for all 
Albertans. We also use other cost 
reduction tools as appropriate. They 
range from staging of projects to 
life extension of an existing project. 

The Heartland Transmission 
Development Project was identified 
as one of four Critical Transmission 
Infrastructure (CT1) projects and 
approved under the Government of 
Alberta’s Electric Utilities Act in the 
fall of 2009. Reasons for the 
increase to the original estimated 
cost of the Heartland project 
include expansion in scope and 
additional commodity and land 
costs incurred by the Transmission 
Facility Owner. Ultimately, it is the 
Alberta Utilities Commission’s role 
to ensure the costs remain pru¬ 
dent. 

Transmission infrastructure is a 
public good that must be available 
in advance of need; Alberta's quali¬ 
ty of life and economic well being 
depends on it.
